FULLY IDENTIFIED 


Relatives Convinced He Was Murder 
ed and Begin Search For Assassin. 
Big Stone Gap, Va., May 10.—Tho 
body of E. L. Wentz, the young Phila­ 
delphia millionaire, although partly 
decomiK)sed, has been fully identified.

Wentz was found lying on his 
back, his head resting on a log. 
That he wa$ tnurder<id his relatives 
are now convinced, a bullet hole hav­ 
ing been fouxwi’in the JH)dy just over 
the heart. 
With- rfeneMfAd vigor the 
search for

started. 
Several persoiv^i * are- under 
suspicion.

The body had been covered with 
leaves and bidden under the tops of 
.several felled trees alongside a bridle 
path leading from the ford to Black­ 
wood. 
Hundreds 
of men 
searched 
over the ground in that neighborhood 
and it is hard to see how they over­ 
looked the body. 
It is thought tho 
body was placed where it was found 
since the search for the young man had 
‘been l-essened. The flesh was decom­ 
posed, but the clothing was intact, and 
in this way the identiiication was 
made. Three of the front teeth are 
missing. 
A revolver with 
three 
cartridges 
empty and a pair of eye glasses were 
found near the body, but there were 
no signs of a struggle having taken 
place in that immediate neighborhood. 
This is regarded as conclusive that 
tbe body was carried th<»re after deatlL 
There had been a fire in tho forest 
which had burned the leaves off the 
»body. 
The flesh is mostly off 
the 
ibones. 
Finding the pistol with three shots 
gone would indicate that Wentz had 
been attacked and had returned his 
assailant’s fire. 
As a matter of fact 
the young man did not have a revolver 
with him when he left Big Stone Gap 
on the monijng of Octob-^ir 14 to ride 
to the home *of Charles Wax, one of 
the coal company’s land agents, about 
14 miles west of Kelly View. The re­ 
volver may have been thrown along* 
side the body by those responsible for 
the death 'to create the impression of 
suicide. 
TJie theory as to Wentx's fate has 
ever since been a matter of conjecture 
and hi5 wealthy kinsmen have never 
ceased *to search for him. A reward of 
$25,000 
was 
offered for his return 
alive and $50Q0 for his body. The hunt 
for the young man was -one of the 
largest ever attempted,

PORT ARTHUR 
BESIEGED BY 
i 
LAND AND SEA 


St, li^tersburg, May 7, — Japanese 
troops 
swarming across tho narrow 
nock of tho Liao Tung peninsula, the 
railroad and telegraph communications 
cut and the Russian Gibraltar isolated 
and left to its own resources^—all this 
the Russians seem to accept with great 
stoicism. 
According to ofllcial information, the 
landing of troops from 60 transports 
began simultaneously at Pitsewo and 
Capo Terminal on the morning of May 
5. It is also reported that troops are be­ 
ing landed at Kinchow, but this is not 
credited, as the Russians are known to 
have fortifications .there, and it is not 
believed that the Japanese had the 
daring to land immediately under an 
entrenched position from which tlie 
Russians could inflict severe injury on 
them. 
Two Japanese regiments were hur­ 
ried west\vard yesterday morning to 
cut the railroad and telegraph com­ 
munication. 
One of these fired on a 
train conveying the wounded from Port 
Arthur. 
It was because he was 
convinced 
that port Arthur was about to be cut 
off that Viceroy Alexieff, accompanied 
by his staff and Grand Duke Boris, left 
hastily. 
On 
Thursday several train 
loads of sick and wounded and other in- 
effectives were dispatched northward. 
The strength-of the garrison at Port 
Arthus is not revealed by the authori­ 
ties, who will only say that it is ade­ 
quate for defensive purposes. 
It is 
not believed that the force there ex­ 
ceeds 10,000 soldiers. A larger force is 
not considered 
necessary, as shown 
from the recent withdrawal of some of 
tbe troops, who were simply a drain on 
the resources of the garrison. 
Vice Admiral Skrydloff and Vice Ad­ 
miral Bezobrazoff 
cannot now reach 
Port Arthur, and will probably go to 
Vladivostok to join the cruiser sqnad- 
ron there. 
Kea.r Admiral Wittsoeft, 
who was left in charge of the fleet by 
Viceroy Alexieif, will direct operations 
at Port Arthur^ Wittsoeft is a good of­ 
ficer, and it is believed he wili render 
excellent service. 
Lieutenant General Stoessel will have 
supreme command at Port Arthur. He 
is described as a high class commander. 
His recent proclamations show that he 
is imbued with a determination to hold 
Port Arthur until the last man is 
killed.

ARE.Y one September day I 
left tbc river steamer on the 
1 lieacl •waters of the Ottawa, 
and struck oft luto a •wilder­ 
ness broken by seltlemonts only near 
the navlRnble reaches of the river. 1 
Vas looking for a farm. 
My uncle, who had been In the mil­ 
itia diu'lnK the "Fenian raids,” unex- 
pectodly found himself entitled to a 
quarter-sectioa of what was known 
as “veterans’ lands” in northern On­ 
tario, and as he was unable to leave 
bis business, I had volunteered to se­ 
lect a desiraljlc claim. This would at 
the' same time slve me an opportunity 
for my customary annual camping 
expedition. 
By way of companion I took with me 
a BUiall but abnormally restle.ss fox- 
terrier who had been in the woods with 
me before. 
No one can possibly be 
lonely In the company of a fox-terrier, 
and I had eduoated Jack to take a 
more sciontlGc interest la partridges 
and rabbits thnn is natural to his 
breed. Having such small game and 
the occasional backwoods settlers to 
depend upon, I expected to have no 
dllllculty about provisions, and carried 
merely a fcAV pounds of concentrated 
supplies in my knapsack. The rest of 
my load consisted simply of a gun and 
a liberal stock of ammunition. At the 
end of the corduroy road, with a geo­ 
logical survey map as a guide, I took 
a half-obliterated trail Into the forest. 
I found settlers less frequent, the 
land le."!« promising, and the 'woods 
much less penetrable than I had been 
led to expect. 
For thi'es days and a 
balf Jack and I threaded the tangled 
undergrowth,

swamps, and rafted ourselves across 
rivers. 
During all this time the 
•weather had been perfect, but the 
fourth day rose cold and cloudy. At 
about noon a heavy rain began, that 
presently settled into a dismal, all-day 
drizzle which saturated everything 
above ground, and produced an Inde­ 
scribably dreary effect of autumn and 
desolation. 
It depressed even .Tack’s abundant 
spirits, and he trotted soberly behind 
me, manifesting only a slight interest 
in the rabbit and ■w’oodchuck burrows 
We passed.

Fine clothes need no rubbing. They 
should first be wrung out of cold water 
and then boiled fifteen minutes in 
Water in wliich plenty of soap has 
been dissolved. 
Two rinsings should 
make them pure and white. 
Clothes look better from which the 
water is dripping Avhen hung upon the 
line thraa those which hav« been 
tightly wrung. 
When clothes are very soiled the 
spots should be rubbed with a fibre 
bristle brush. 
An excellent v/ashing flultl is made 
by adding to the water in the boiler 
one tablespoonful of spirits -of turpen­ 
tine and one tablespoonful of am­ 
monia. 
In washing curtains put them In the 
tub and wet them with coal -oil. Then 
pour Ihot suds upon them. 
They 
should be drawn many times through 
the fingers to strip them <o£ dirt and 
then rinsed twice. 
Glngbame soaked in salt Tmter will 
sot fade. 
Silk handkerchiefs should be washed 
alone in luke-warm water and xinsed 
three times In cold water. Then blue 
them and iron them before they are 
dry. 
Dainty dollies, tray cloth« and cen­ 
tre-pieces should be washed with cas- 
tile soap. Always iron them on thn 
wrong Bide.

FIXING THE DATE OF EASTER 
Tlif) XlilTereiice Between the Astronomic« 
Rtut PaBchal Full Moon* 
• 
A good deal of popular mlsapprehen* 
Bion exists as to the method by which 
the date of that movable festival, Eas­ 
ter, is determined. 
The Episcopal 
prayer book gives these instructions: 
“Easter Day is always the first Sun­ 
day after the full moon which hap­ 
pens upon or L2 xt after the twenty-flrst 
day of March, and if the full moon 
happens upon a Sunday, Easter is the 
Sunday 
after.” 
This 
phraseology 
W’o u ld appear to be explicit enough to 
prevent any possible mistake, but un­ 
fortunately there is an astronomical 
full moou and an ecclesiastical full 
moon, and they are not identical. It 
Is the ecclesiastical, or paschal, full 
moon which the almanac makers em­ 
ploy in fixing the date of Easter. 
Here is a serious diiliculty that would 
be encountered once in a while if the 
astronomical, or real, full moon were 
made the basis of the computation. 
The time of that phenomenon must be 
expressed in days, hours and minutes. 
The paschal full moon is not indi­ 
cated by a particular hour and minute, 
but extends over u whole secular day. 
Differences in longitude cannot affect 
It, nor the date of Easter as computed 
therefrom. 
Another point of difference belwecii 
the astronomical and paschal full moon 
is tliat the latter is nominally (and ap­ 
proximately) the fourteenth day of the 
moon, including the day when the lat­ 
ter became new. 
But in fixing the 
date one, does not consult an almanac 
for the actual day and hour of the new 
moon, but enters into a rather compli­ 
cated computation, in which the num­ 
ber of the year, the Golden Number 
and the Dominical Letter enter. Tables 
have been made up in advance on this 
basis, and put into the prayer books. 
BO that In any year one may determine 
Easter himself by using the three fac­ 
tors here mentioned.

First of all. the protec­ 
tion of the Inventor’s monopoly is en­ 
tirely depended upon the patent, so 
that a patent which does not prop­ 
erly cover the invention, or which for 
some Informality or other cause can­ 
not be sustained In a court of law. 
Is next to worthless to the inventor. 
It must be remembered that the patent 
if valid and sustainable, covers the in­ 
vention as described in the speciflca- 
tion, and particularly as set forth In 
the claims. 
If the specification, or 
description, does not legally conform 
with the invention In Its actual stat%^ 
the latter Is not protected by It.

WASHING DISHES. 
A careless dishwasher can soon do 
A great deal of damage. 
The china 
is ilisllgured by having 
the 
glazing 
cracked and chips broken from the 
edges. 
Ivory and rubber handled 
knives and forks are ruined by being 
washed in water that is greasy or too 
hot; glasses are broken by pouring 
water over them; such things are done 
every day, yet they are entirely uu- 
necessary. 
A good dishwasher needs a bright 
tiu or porcelain dlshpan and drainer, a 
supply of water, and tea towels that 
leave no lint. Do not dump the dishes 
into the pan promiscuously, thereby 
rimning the risk of breaking half of 
them. 
When the food is removed 
from the table scrape the plates and 
drain out any colfee or tea that is loft 
in the cups. Pile the plates together, 
then the saucers, 
cups 
and 
small 
dishes. Have the pan half full of wa* 
ter that is as hot as you can bear your 
hands 
in, 
put 
in 
enough 
wash­ 
ing powder to make a good suds, 
and wash the glasses first, then the 
silverware, and after that the china. 
Put them in the drainer, pour >varm 
water over them to rinse them, and 
dry with a clean dish towel. 
Care is 
required at every step of the process. 
A dish mop may be used if one does 
not wish to keep the hands in the hot 
water so long. 
Pudding dishes or 
other cooking utensils 
should 
soak 
awhile before \vashing. The wire dish­ 
cloth is excellent for cleaning iron 
kettles, but should not be used on tin* 
ware.—E. J. C., in Detroit Free Press. 


ABOUT LAMPS, 
The common kerosene lamp which 
is used in almost every household will 
give rt bright even light and be a 
source of comfort to the family if 
properly cared for. 
The bowl of the lamp should be kept 
full of oil, but -when not in use, the 
wick should be turned, low to keep the 
oil from oozing out upon the burner. 
If the w'ick is soaked in vinegar, then 
dried before it is put in the lamp it is 
not likely to smoke. The wick should 
be trimmed evenly with a pair of 
sharp scissors that the flame may al­ 
ways be even. 
Use none but the best burners. In­ 
ferior burners are cheaper iit first but 
soon get out of order. This prevents 
the wicks from turning up or down 
and the lamps do not give a good 
light. 
Wash the burners frequently and 
scour the discolored parts. 
A clean 
lamp gives no disagreeable odor while 
burning. 
Lamp chimneys are not as liable to 
break upon exposure to changes of 
temperature if they are put in a pan 
of cold water and allowed to heat 
gradually till the water is boiling and 
left in the water till cold again. 
When you wish to clean the chim­ 
neys wash them in suds, rinse in clear 
water and wipe dry on a towel that 
is soft and free from lint; polish with 
an old newspaper. Brown spots may 
be removed by rubbing tliem v/ith 
coarse salt. 
.If you have china or colored glass 
lamp shades they should be polished 
every day. See that the chimneys fit 
closely that there be no danger of their 
falling off when the lamp is removed.

BESIEGED BY 
Í 
LAND AND SEA 


St. I^tersburg, May 7, — Japanese 
troops 
swarming across tho narrow 
nock of tho Llao Tung pfcninsula, tho 
railroad and telegraph communications 
cut and the Russian Gibraltar isolated 
and left to Its oAvn resources—all this 
the Russians seem to accept with great 
stoicism. 


According to ofllclul information, the 
landing of troops from 60 transports 
bogan simultaneously at Pitsewo and 
Capo Terminal on the morning of May 
5. It is also reported that troops are be- 
ing landed at Kinchow, but this is not 
credited, as the Russians are known to 
have fortifications .there, and it is not 
believed that the Japanese had the 
daring to land immediately under an 
entronchod position from which tlie 
Russians could inflict severe injury on 
them. 


Two Japanese regiments were hur- 
ried westward yesterday morning to 
cut the railroad and telegraph com- 
munication. 
One of these fired on a 
train conveying tho wounded from Port 
Arthur. 


It was because he was 
convinced 
that port Arthur was about to be cut 
off that Viceroy Alexieff. accompanied 
by his staff and Grand Duke Boris, left 
hastily. 
On 
Thursday several train 
loads of sick and wounded and other in- 
effectlves were dispatched northward. 


The strength-of the garrison at Port 
Arthus is not revealed by the authori- 
ties, who will only say that It is ade- 
quate for defensive purposes. 
It is 
not believed that the force there ex- 
ceeds 10,000 soldiers. A larger force Is 
not considered 
necessary, as shown 
from the recent withdrawal of some of 
the troops, who were simply a drain on 
the resources of the garrison. 


Vice Admiral Skrydloff and Vice Ad- 
miral Bezobrazoff 
cannot now reach 
Port Arthur, and will probably go to 
Vladivostok to join the cruiser squad- 
ron there. 
Kea.r Admiral Wlttsoeft, 
who was left in charge of the fleet by 
Viceroy Alexieif, will diroct operations 
at Port Arthur^ Wittsoeft is a good of- 
ficer, and it is believed he will render 
excellent service. 


Llfiutenanr, Gi-neral Stoessel will have 
supreme command at Port Arthur.

Ships o f th e Desert Still Carry Merchan* 
in Car A vans« 
It will not be long before railroads 
will have pushed well into Asia Minor, 
and then the centre of Asia will begin 
to wake up, but to-day it is srill impos­ 
sible to ship goods into Turkestan or 
Persia or Arabia by any means other 
than the caravan, just as goods were 
shipped in the days of King Solomon. 
If anything, the roads are a little 
worse now than they were then, and a 
caravan bound from Teheran or Bag- 
datl to the interior may be moi^ths and 
even year^on the way. 
This fact has made it necessary for 
many an American merchant to study 
queer things about story-book land in 
order to know just how' his goods must 
be packed and shipped out of America, 
so that they will be in the proper con­ 
dition for loading on camel and mule 
back in the desert towns, whence they 
start on their strange voyages. 
An American shipper of goods for ex­ 
port into Far Eastern countries must 
know just how much a camel can carry 
and over what kind of a road it w'ill 
have to travel; for in many places the 
roads are over mountain sides that are 
so narrow that the size of the package 
is of the utmost importance. 
Thus, shippers in the United States 
who do business with the Orient, have 
had to learn that the merchandise must 
be packed in tin or zinc-lined cases, be­ 
cause it is sure to be subjected to fierce 
storms in shelterless trails. They have 
had to learn that a camel load is two 
packages of 2(50 pounds each. 
Mules, 
according to the caravan drivers’ ta­ 
bles, can carry two packages, one on 
each side, each weighing l(j3 pounds. 
These packages must not be longer 
than four feet, wider than two feet or 
deeper than one and a half feet. Pack­ 
ages of this 
size can just scrape 
through some of the dizzy defiles lead­ 
ing into wild Asia. 
At Ispahan about 300 mule and cam­ 
el loads of merchandise are received 
or shipped every month during the 
trading season.—Savannah New^

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PEACH CULTURE. 
The same pruning and oiillnro do 
sirod for apples or poars Nvmild not bo 
suitable for poach trees. 
The poach 
orchard should be planted by itself. 
Peach trees should not be mingleil 
with apple trees or other fruit trees. 
Do not plant the trees too closely to* 
gether, unless you expect to cut out 
every other tree when they set larger. 
Select an elevated site for the orchard; 
tho hilltops are far bettor than level 
ground or the level; the soil may bo 
sandy, gravelly or a friable clay loam, 
After planting keep the soil well culti* 
rated through all tho growing season. 
Half of each season’s growth should 
be removed by pruning each spring. 
■Jilils rule of pruning docs not apply to 
any other tree but the poach, which 
has a tendency to spread too far. By 
cutting off half tho wood you thin out 
a portion of the fruit buds and this is 
desirable, since peaches almost invari. 
ably overbear.—Green's.Fruit Grower. 


THE STRAW BERRIES. 
^lulchlng the beds will very likely 
have to be done some time during tho 
month. Most of the material for this 
we already have on hand, having been 
saved from the odds and ends of near­ 
ly everything, as lawn mowings, grass 
clippings, green weeds and rubbish 
gathered from every quarter. It pays 
in many ways to mulch tho beds; if 
loft uncovered, a few warm days in 
spring may give them a start, only to 
be pinched by a sudden cold spoil. So 
it is far safer to cover them and not 
be in too much haste to take the cover­ 
ing off until reasonable danger is past. 
It is better to hold them back a little 
than to get set back by some freak of 
Jack Frost. 
While out of season now for plant- 
ing, very likely many of our readers 
will be casting about on the lookout 
for plants for spring setting. In this 
connection it is well to know that 
strawberries are oi^wo kinds, stamin- 
ate and iistillate. 
Some of the very 
finest sorts of themselves are iistillate 
or imperfect in flower, and when plant­ 
ed alone will produce but few berries, 
and those of poor quality. 
That our readers may bettor under­ 
stand the difference, we give the stam- 
inate or perfect flower and the fistillate 
or imperfect flower.

TO PROSECUTE 
THE COAL TRUST 


Knox Will Bring Snit as Soon as 
Necessary EvidenciB is Obtained. 


PREPARATIONS WELL IN HAND 


Washington, May 2.—^The anthracite 
coal carrying roads combination is to 
be prosecuted under the anti-trust law, 
as soon as the necessary evidence is 
obtained by the department of Justice, 
Attorney General Knox looks to the 
inter-state commission for most ot it, 
but is also Kathering, through the dis­ 
trict atiornsys In Philadelphia, New 
York and Kew Jersey, and through 
lawyers on his staff here, the necessary 
facts for such a prosecution, and al> 
ready has the work of preparation well 
in band. 
The inter-state commerce commls* 
■ ion, under the recent decision o the 
United States supreme court that it has 
the right to compel the production of 
testimony from the anthracite coal 
roads necessary for their prosecution 
for violation of the anti-trust law, will 
resume its investigation on May 24, 
and will require the roads to disclose 
their pooling arrangements, their trans­ 
portation rates and their management 
of the coal market. 
President Roosevelt is said to be de­ 
sirous, as it is claimed be has been 
ever since the coal strike brought the 
subjec^ to bis attention, to have the 
matter passed upon by the courts. If 
the necessary evidence can be shown 
to be forthcoming the attorney general 
may not wait for the conclusion of the 
Inter-state commerce commission's in­ 
vestigation, but, to save time, may 
proceed earlier on a sufficient case, to 
be supplemented, if necessary, by what 
Is discovered later. 
The suit will probably be brought ia 
th* circuit court of appeals at Philadel» 
phia and may be brought at a compara­ 
tively early day, and be pending dur­ 
ing the presidential campaign, A final 
decision is not expected before the 
presidential election in any event, be­ 
cause whichever side loses will certain­ 
ly take the case on an appeal to the 
supreme court of the United States, 
It may be that it will be necessary 
to delay bringing the suit, because ot 
the adjournment of the courts, until 
the fall, but the announcement of the 
prosecution will be made as soon as 
the necessary evidence is at band. It is 
asumed that the evidence will show 
that there is an unlawful combination 
tnd a violation ot the anti-trust law. 
Justice Brewer’s opinion in the 
Northern Securities case, intimating 
that a |*estraint of trade forbidden by 
the anti-trust act must be proved to 
be unreasonable in order to secure his 
vote against the trust, will b^ kept in 
mind by the administration in prepar­ 
ing the case against the anthracite coal 
combination, and will be the measure 
of the evideace.

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Some Interesting: Incidents About 
I 
The Studebaker Family 
York Spring“.*? Comet. 
The recent burning of the old Stude* 
baker homestead in Tyrone township re­ 
calls some interesting incidents in con­ 
nection with that place. It is located on 
the New Chester road about one mile 
from the bridge that crosses the Cone* 
wago. The property is now owned by 
John A. Eicholtz, but to the older inhab* 
itants is known as the Studebaker place. 
The house was built over seventy-iive 
years ago by Clement Studebaker anti 
for that day it was one of the finest struc­ 
tures in that neighborhood» The walls 
were thick and solid and adorned Avith 
more than usual architectural finish. 
Seventy-five years ago the old log shop 
that w^as saved from the fiâmes was oc­ 
cupied for wagon making. 
In this shop 
George Gardner did the wood work and 
John Studebaker the blacksmithing. The 
families of both lived in the house. Geo. 
Gardner left tlie place in 183B and came 
to Petersburg (now York Springs) where 
he continued in business to the end of 
his life 
In 1830 John Studebaker, with a large 
family emigrated to Ohio, where in that 
early day he suffered the usual priva ions 
of a new country, but raised his family 
with success. Among his sons was one 
named Clement Avho remained with his 
father, (Avho still followed black&niith- 
ing), till he w^as nineteen years of age. 
Then he Avent to South Bend, Ind., and 
began business for himself on a capital 
of $09. Afterward he associated with 
himself his brothers and from that small 
beginning originated the immense busi­ 
ness of the Studebaker Brothers that at 
present employs thousands of workmen 
and involves millions of capital. 
Mr. 
Clem Studebaker always took a lively 
interest in his birthplace. 
Some years 
ago he employed an artist to make an 
oil painting of it which now^ hangs in his 
late home at South Bend. He w\^s born 
there March 1881, and died there about 
two years ago. 
Rev. L. M. Gardner, now a resident of 
York Springs, the only son of George 
Gardner, w'as born in the old homestead 
in October of the year 1831. 
A singular circumstance occurred last 
Fall while Rev. Gardner was on his waj’^ 
to Hunterstown to preach. Just after he 
had crossed the Conewago bridge he met 
a carriage containing four gentlemen. 
They stopped him to inquire the way to 
the Studebaker place. Mr. G • gave them 
the direction and then remarked that it 
was his birthplace. 
“Why,” replied one 
of them, “it w^as my birthplace also.’^ 
Mutual explanation followed and the 
gentleman proved to be the last surviver 
of the Studebaker firm. 
He fortunately 
saw the house in which he was born be­ 
fore it Avas burned down.
